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Question: Here is a question for the 
Box. Ezek. 16:6, ““And when I passed by 
thee, and saw thee polluted in thine own 
blood, I said unto thee when thou wast in 
thy blood, Live; yea, I said unto thee 
when thou was in thy blood, Live.” I 
have been taught that this passage will 
stop blood from running from an injured 
person, if someone will just read or quote 
it. Do you believe this doctrine to be cor- 
rect? or is it using the Bible in the form 
of a charm? Many have testified that they 
have had results from using it in this 


way.—H. V. C. 


Answer: To use this scripture in the 
way mentioned above would be to take 
it entirely out of its setting. In the 16th 
chapter of Ezekiel God is using a 
wretched instance to show the original 
state of Jerusalem, God’s love for her, 
and when she is in a terrible calamity with 
severe judgments that He will have mercy 
upon her in the end. To use this scripture 
to stop blood would be to practice bib- 
liomancy, a kind of fortunetelling by the 
means of the Bible. Such a superstition 
was practiced by the pagans in the use of 
Homer, Virgil and other writers. In the 
twelfth century it was used for the de- 
tection of heretics, in the election of 
bishops, but such is not to be encouraged. 
The Word of God is given to us to ac- 
cept as a plan of salvation for us. All 
of the scriptures are valuable in their 
proper setting but when used contrary to 
that for which they are intended they are 
of no avail. Testimonies of healing by the 
quotation of this verse do not mean any- 
thing as testimonies can be obtained to 
further any cause. Many of the frauds 
perpetuated by gangsters that were later 
run down by the government and brought 
to justice, were sponsored by testimonies 
received by thousands of people who 
claimed that they benefited from the 
worthless materials which they had ob- 
tained from the perpetrators. It is best 
to steer clear of superstition and all 
kinds of magic witchcraft and trickery, 
whether the Bible is used or not. In fact, 
to use the sacred Word of God in such 
magic is to make it all the worse. 


Question: Please explain Song of Solo- 
mon 1:5, 6. Does this mean that Solomon 
was a black man? I thought he was a Jew 
since his father David was of the tribe of 
Judah.—J. D. L. 


Answer: No, Solomon was not a black 
man. The first chapter of the Song of 
Solomon is the song of the bride and 
bridegroom. In the beginning of this

The dictionary says that consecra- 
tion means to set apart or devote to a 
sacred use, such as worship and praise 


to God. 

Our devotion to any given thing is 
always in proportion to our interest in 
it. And our devotion is also measured 
and controlled by the depth and thor- 
oughness of our consecration to the 
thing or subject in mind, whether spirit- 
ual or otherwise. 

“To set apart” from what or whom? 
Why US, of course. 

“IT beseech you therefore, brethren, by 
the mercies of God, that ye present your 
BODIES a living sacrifice, holy, accepta- 
ble unto God, which is your reasonable 
service.” Rom. 12:1. 

Inasmuch as the time is far past when 
God was apparently satisfied with dead 
sacrifices, and we know that He now 
demands real, living, moving creatures to 
work in His vineyard, I do not feel that 
I should speak much of such sacrifices. 
But the above scripture and entreaty of 
the beloved Apostle Paul begs for an act 
en our part far more important than any 
personal sacrifice we might be willing or 
able to make. 

The presentation to God by man of 
his mortal, living body, which includes 
everything therein contained, is un- 
doubtedly the noblest act of which he 
may be capable in this life. For when we 
have actually done that there is noth- 
ing more we can do except to await 
God’s own good time to use that clean, 
empty vessel which is now close at hand. 

Regardless of all the nobility and hu- 
mility, which is very important, Paul 
yet says it is only our “reasonable serv- 
ice.” 

When we buy a piece of ground we 
very naturally expect to get the rocks, 
rivers and trees on it, unless there is a 
very specific reservation to the contrary, 
and we would, no doubt, be very much 
displeased if, when the former landown- 
er presented us with the title, we found 
that he had reserved all or a part of those 
things for his future use. 

In some respects Paul’s entreaty is like 
Christ’s commission to His early apostles 
to preach THE gospel to ALL the world 
and to EVERY creature. For in no place 
in the Bible do we find scripture to lead 
us to believe that Christ would have been 
pleased for them to preach part of His 
Word and willingly and knowingly omit 
any of the rest of it. He certainly made 
it plain that He would be with them to 
the end of the world only if they taught 
others to observe ALL things whatsoever 
He had commanded them. Heb. 13:8 says

that He is the same yesterday, today and 
forever. Knowing that to be true brings 
us face to face with the fact that Paul 
knew whereof he spoke and meant every 
word of it. And inasmuch as he spoke 
of it as our reasonable service he cer- 
tainly left no room for any selfish alibis 
or reservations on our part. 

“Well,” says one, “what may the liv- 
ing human body contain or be endowed 
with, that would cause God to want to 
have it at His command?” 

If we have been endowed with some 
degree of WISDOM, the consecration 
asked for in the above scripture at once 
puts that WISDOM at GOD’S disposal 
to be used for His glory, and His glory 
alone. 

To that WISDOM then may, by an 
honest effort on our part, be added a cer- 
tain degree of KNOWLEDGE, not only 
of earthly things around us but of heav- 
enly things as well. And God has always 
been able to use all of man’s KNOWL- 
EDGE to His glory if He could get a 
chance. Thus we see that KNOWLEDGE 
is another component part of the hu- 
man anatomy. To some folks God has 
committed very fine talents, such as ex- 
tra musical ability, public speaking, 
teaching, and many others, and whether 
natural or, in part, acquired, God has a 
perfect right to expect us to use that 
talent for HIM. 

A short time ago I heard of an intelli- 
gent young lady who had an_ unusu- 
ally fine voice and had been singing in 
Hollywood night clubs. When some so- 
cial workers heard of it they earnestly 
pled with her to surrender her life to 
God and sing for Him. She steadfastly 
refused, declaring that God had not giv- 
en her that sweet voice but that she had 
spent lots of money to learn to sing. But 
she may some day learn that either di- 
rectly or indirectly every good thing 
comes from God. 

Then whoever of us who find our- 
selves in possession of houses or lands or 
other earthly goods can ill afford to 
boast that we produced them ourselves? 
for we did not. The only thing I know 
of that man can produce without God’s 
help is an uproar or disturbance of some 
kind and the devil has to supply the ma- 
terial for that. 

“Well,” says another, “I know that I 
am consecrated, and everything that I 
have.” But, listen. Not very long ago I 
heard a sister testify to being sanctified 
and having the Holy Ghost and_ very 
shortly refused to have prayer meeting 
in her home lest some of her lovely rugs 
get soiled. The day is surely coming when 






our mortal remains will soil a lovely grass 
plot and it may not even be our own. 

Consecration on our part permits the 
latchstring of our front door to hang on 
the outside and assures a constant wel- 
come to our abode to the warfaring 
brother or sister who may be a long way 
from home and in dire and sudden need of 
our hospitality. 

Somewhere in our mortal makeup will 
be found what we will call OUR WILL. 
On a very trying occasion Jesus prayed 
one time for His own will to be granted 
in the removal of a bitter cup indeed, 
but in the next breath He humbly sub- 
mitted it and all else to the will of His 
heavenly Father. What an example for 
us all. 

I fear the most of us are guilty of 
wanting our way, whether it would be 
best for us or not and to the most of us 
such a “cross” of our will would start 
a battle royal coursing up and down 
through the very sinews of our inner- 
most being. In the bloody battles of the 
war being waged at present, surrender 
would be a sure sign of defeat, but not 
so in the battle of our will against His, 
for if we enjoy constant victory in our 
souls it will only be because we really 
surrender and say an eternal “YES” to 
His will. 

Last summer, while recovering from a 
severe attack of sickness, I was privi- 
leged to attend the Tennessee state con- 
vention and camp meeting at Sevierville. 
I was not surprised in the least but was 
indeed pleased to see that Brother J. H. 
Walker, our beloved General Overseer, 
as well as some other high church digni- 
taries, were not too exalted to pause in 
the shade of the mess hall and help string 
beans, peel potatoes or apples, shuck 
sweet corn, carve cantaloupes or even 
scald and pick chickens. 

I am unable to think of a more lofty 
or beautiful Christian trait than that of 
genuine heaven-sent humility, or one 
that resembles real consecration more. 

May the good Lord bless every one 
and help us all to really be as humble 
and obedient as He would have us to be.

He wondered 
why, since his singing career was over. Soon the evangelist ar- 
rived and Sankey was called on before the first preaching en- 
gagement. He was introduced to the great Gypsy Smith. After 
the greeting formalities were over, the evangelist caught 
Sankey’s trouser leg and, shaking it, whispered softly, “Mister, 
will you sing that song for me again?” Reminiscence swept 
Sankey’s soul. He fancied he could see the little gypsy boy in 
England again. The two men seized each other; the aged singer 
and the strong young evangelist wept on each other’s shoulder, 
and again Sankey soared to the skies on the tender pathos of 
“The Lost Sheep” as the gypsy boy of yesteryear listened enrap- 
tured. This was poverty’s gift to the church, worth more than 
millions in money, a preacher who swayed millions of souls. 
Were there other gifts from this source? How about John Bun- 
yan, William Carey, Martin Luther and scores of others whose 
self-sacrificial labors became THE GREATEST GIFTS. 


THE Lord Jesus was outstanding for His 
strange silences under special occasions. 
When “the chief priests accused Him of 
many things,” He “answered nothing.” The salvation prophet 
tells us that “He is brought as a lamb to the slaughter, and as 
a sheep before her shearers is dumb, so He openeth not His 
mouth” (Isa. 53:7). The lamb life is characterized by mute- 
ness. Jesus was led as a lamb to the slaughter, and He stood 
before His enemies in absolute 
silence when He was blamed or 
criticized for some reason. In or- 
der that the lamb life may be 
lived again in us we need to be - 
meek and calm under testings and 
trials. When persecution comes, 
we need to look to Him who is our 
great Pattern of the lamb life. 


The lamb life is the life lived 
in utter submission to the will of 
God. We should be quiet when 
blamed; calm when criticized; re- 
joicing in the Lord when misrep- 
resented. We should be silent in 
our service for God. We should 
not seek to be “seen of men” 
while we seek to serve Him who is 
the meek and the lowly One. When you spend hours on the 
“mount” with God, do not let others see and know it from 
your lips, lest they think you count yourself better than them- 
selves, or that is written. Let the work of the holy “mount” 
show itself in your meekness, your submission, your unselfish- 
ness, your self-sacrifice. That is the best way of doing work 
for God. 


Then again, when the Lord permits human instruments to 
hand you over to the hall of judgment, let Him keep you silent 
before Him. Let Him give the needed grace and patience, lest 
you speak in an unwise moment and spoil that which He has 
wrought in you. Let it be your privilege to stoop to serve the 
very ones who made it their business to betray you to the enemy.

Haiti 


After the convention in Jamaica, I flew 
to Port-au-Prince, Haiti, to join Brother 
and Sister Kluzit and Brother M. P. Cross, 
a member of the Mission Board, to be in 
conventions in Haiti. God was most won- 
derfully blessing there. Approximately 
3,000 were in attendance in the conven- 
tion at Port-au-Prince. Only about half 
of that number were able to get into the 
building. I have never seen greater inter- 
est anywhere. More than 1,000 persons 
have received the Holy Ghost in Port-au- 
Prince alone during the first six months 
since the General Assembly. In fact, God 
is marvelously blessing throughout the en- 
tire island. At Ft. Jacque, four miles in 
the mountains, away from highways, with 
only little paths leading to the mission, 
there were more than a thousand persons 
present during our visit there. The new, 
large stone church house will be entirely 
too small even before they can complete 
it. 


At Cayes, Haiti, there were possibly 
2,000 in attendance. It was my happy 
privilege to assist in baptizing 5,062 per- 
sons in Haiti alone. Recently a Bible by 
chance fell into the hands of a prisoner 
in Haiti, who through the reading was 
gloriously converted. He immediately told 
others, and some seventy persons were 
most wonderfully saved. This caused con- 
siderable alarm to the controlling religion- 
ists, who demanded that these prison con- 
verts be scattered to prisons throughout 
the Republic to stamp out this great 
sweeping fire; but instead of crushing it, 
they really scattered it, until other pris- 
oners, officers, and soldiers were caught 
in the flame, that keeps growing. Praise 
God! There is still wonderful power in 
the Word of God to lead men to old- 
time, heartfelt salvation. May the good 
news ever continue to spread! 


Mexico \/ 


All the members of the Mission Board, 
except Brother Cross, who was still very 
weak, having suffered severely from 
tropical fever in Haiti, went with me to 
Mexico City to the annual Congress 
there. We were made to feel definitely 
that God was leading us. We met many 
of the precious workers from off the 
fields, who told of glorious victories won 
through strenuous sacrifices; for in- 
stance, one Brother and Sister Perez, to 
whom the Board recently sent $75, was 
able to build a new church house and 
conduct a revival, in which twenty-five 
persons were gloriously filled with the 
Holy Ghost in the first meeting. Broth- 
er Perez, an ex-prize fighter, went out 
among the native Indians, preaching. 
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They were greatly embittered, I under- 
stand, and gathered around to kill him. 
They attacked him, and he began pray- 
ing and speaking in tongues so fervent- 
ly until, although they could not under- 
stand him, because of his earnestness and 
special devotion to his God, they re- 
leased him through fear. He won special 
favor with the governmental officials, 
and they have given him different spe- 
cial privileges. One of the railroad of- 
ficials gave to him and his wife free 
passes to the Congress. I understand that 
the officers guard him while he preaches, 
and they gave Sister Perez a pistol and 
told her to shoot the first one that 
bothered her. This favor (?), however, 
was gratefully refused. From their re- 
ports, it is marvelous how God has been 
blessing them. 

The Bible School, under the capable 
management of Brother and Sister Arch- 
er, has been making splendid progress. 
The students’ program and their songs 
were soul-inspiring. They had learned to 
sing some songs in English; and while 
they were singing them, the members 
of the Mission Board and I joined in 
helping them sing at every opportunity 
we had. 

During the Congress there was a great 
earthquake, which gave to every one of 
us a strange experience, never to be for- 
gotten. When Mother Earth deserts one, 
he feels that there is little left that is 
secure. When the earth’s heavings and 
swayings tolled the church bells while the 
ground cracked open and swallowed peo- 
ple, animals, and vehicles and tall build- 
ings were crashing and crumbling, na- 
tives rushed to the open, crying and 
praying, with arms uplifted. Surely it 
gives one a miniature picture of what 
parts of the great tribulation will be like. 
Oh my, what a day of trouble! I don’t 
want to be in it, do you? The Mission 
Board, in the face of an unpleasant sit- 
uation, did, it seems, the best that could 
be done; and we believe now that our 
work is on a much more secure basis 
than before. Since the Congress we have 
had some splendid reports concerning the 
work. Some more churches and missions 
have united with us. I approved, a few 
days ago, the licensing of six ministers 
for that territory. 

Do pray that God will continue to 
bless the work in Mexico. 


The General Assembly of Our 
Colored Brethren 


Their spacious auditorium on the cor- 
ner of Blue and Steel, Jacksonville, 
Florida, which was recently ceiled and 
painted, was filled not only with peo- 
ple but with the power of God in the 


many services. The ministry and laity 
have certainly done splendid teamwork 
this year. 

The reports show that they have 
gained twelve new churches, and 740 
members and received nearly three times 
the amount of tithes received the pre- 
vious year. Brother N. S. Marcelle’s re- 
port was indeed encouraging to all of us. 

The Sunday schools and Y. P. E’s, 
under the able management of our 
brother, Professor U. P. Bronson, have 
made notable and appreciative increase. 
The Ladies Willing Workers’ Band has 
done a noble work. They gathered soap 
coupons which they cashed in to the 
company for $1,098.51 for their orphan- 
age. Just suppose our white members of 
the Ladies Willing Workers’ Band should 
gather coupons in proportion for our or- 
phanage or some other general interest of 
the Church. That would mean approxi- 
mately $35,000 a year. Systematic team- 
work once built a great tower reaching 
into the heavens which attracted the 
attention of God. It is true the workers 
suffered; not, however, because of their 
teamwork, but because their purpose was 
not proper. Therefore, let us work to- 
gether lest we should allow our worthy 
cause to go neglected.

NEWS FROM CENTRAL AMERIC

I have been home for three days ngw) 


from my trip to Panama, resting up a 
bit before going to a meeting in Kalzon- 
tee where most of the churches will ibe 
present to welcome me back to El Salva- 
dor. 

I left here on the 30th of January on 
a small boat which carries cargo and pas- 
sengers to Panama. It took us eight days 
to make the trip as the boat stopped at 
every little port along the way and some- 
times stopped a day or so for car- 
go. But at last the journey was 
over and the very first night we 
had a meeting and were made to 
feel at home from the very start. 
Welcome meetings were held also 
in the English-speaking church, 
after which we visited all of the 
churches in Panama. 

In Chorillo, Panama, we have a 
Spanish church with a member- 
ship of thirty-five. Sister DeSouza 
is the official pastor but Brother 
DeSouza and Brother Salvador also 
help in the preaching. The at- 
tendance there is usually very 
good and many come who are 
not active members. Then’ the 
English-speaking work in Choril- 
lo, about two blocks from the Span- 
ish work, has good meetings and _ the 
Sunday night service is usually well at- 
tended. The membership here is forty and 
Sister Catherwood is pastor. We had a 
very precious time with them for a 
week’s special services and they had feet 
washing and communion service. It was 
the first time they’d ever had feet wash- 
ing. Tithing was also adopted. So they 
are coming to the front also. The Will- 
ing Workers Band was organized there. I 
am well pleased with their readiness to 
adopt the teachings of the Church. 

Then we visited Pedregal where the 
work has newly begun and is already 
showing a membership of eighteen. From 
there we went to Chiv-chiv, about thirty 
miles from Panama. This work is also 
English-speaking and the membership 
there is twenty. We surprised the folks as 
they did not know of our arrival, but 
there was a good attendance and we took 
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communion there. After this we went to 
Corozon (which means “heart” in Span- 
ish). Here Sister DeSouza has been carry- 
ing on work for years in the Old Folks 
Home. I was there several times and had 
a very precious time. From time to time 
Brother DeSouza and others visit there but 
the work has been mainly carried on by 
Sister DeSouza. We do not report so many 
members there, only about five, but 
many have received salvation and gone 
on to be with the Lord, so the work has 
been worth while. 

Sister DeSouza has a large family and

lots of work to do at home but has time 
to go for weeks to the interior and other 
work around Panama, as well as the Sun- 
day school work, Y. P. E. work and pas- 
toring the Chorillo church. I am sure she 
will have a great reward some day. 

Then there is the work at Gamboa, 
about twenty-five miles from Panama, 
where the work is carried on by the 
English-speaking workers. Brother Car- 
rington is in charge of the services there, 
with about fifteen members. The serv- 
ices are held from house to house. 

After spending about a month in and 
around Panama City, we were ready for 
the trip to the interior where we have 
two mission stations to the south of the 
canal and two to the north. First we will 
give you an account of the trip to Gara- 
chine. For several days Brother DeSouza 
bought things and prepared for our trip 
two weeks or more, and as we could not 
buy anything but rice and eggs, beans,

etc., there, we had to take a lot of stuff 
along with us. After waiting for hours on 
the wharf, we were at last ready to go. 
Salvador, Brother DeSouza and I all rather 
dreaded the trip as the boat was only a 
small launch and the weather looked none 
too good as clouds were arising, and to go 
one hundred miles in a small boat on the 
open sea does not make one feel too 
good, but after a few hours the clouds 
cleared and we had a very wonderful 
trip. We arrived in about fourteen hours, 
however at one time it took Brother De- 
Souza four days to make the same trip. 
We had soft wood beds but in 
spite of this first-class accommo- 
dation we slept very little, al- 
though an Indian family did 
not seem to mind it and slept all 
through the night. Upon arriv- 
ing in Garachine they began un- 
loading luggage in a canoe that 
I would not like to go alone in, 
but after filling it with luggage 
they said, “Climb in,” and two 
big men got in beside the oars- 
man. I didn’t expect them to 
reach shore but they did, safely, 
then it became our turn to load 
our luggage in and it made a 
good load, but they called for 
one passenger so I climbed aboard 
and sat as lightly as __ possible, 
fearing the swells of the ocean would take 
us down; but we made shore safely. There 
was a number to meet us although no 
one knew that we were coming. It is a 
“custumbre,” as they say, so many were 
there to greet us and help carry our things 
to the church, which was to be our lodg- 
ing place for the next few days or weeks, 
as the Lord leads. 

The first order for the day was break- 
fast, which Brother DeSouza and Salvador 
did up very fine, and I for one enjoyed it 
very much, having not eaten but a little 
bread since the day before at dinner. After 
breakfast we have Bible study and usual- 
ly have some outsiders in for that time, 
and always have a group of little ones. 
There are around one hundred houses here 
and Brother Castaneda has visited every 
one with his Bible under his arm. God 
has greatly blessed this faithful servant 
and as a result the house was crowded

As I sit here this evening at my type- 
writer, with intentions of writing a tes- 
timony about Bible School and what it has 
meant to me, pleasant memories come 
back to me. I think of the host of friends 
that I met while attending Bible School, 
of the fellowship we had with God and 
each other. My soul stirs when I think of 
meetings when the power of God was 
manifested and souls were sanctified and 
baptized with the Holy Ghost and fire. 

I have pleasant recollections of the 
first six weeks’ course of the Northwest 
Bible and Music Academy in Lemmon, 
S. Dak., in the winter of 1934-35, also 
of the next winter in Minot, N. Dak.

In closing I must pay a tribute to 
dear Brother Bruce, our superintendent, 
since the Bible School started here in 
Canada. He has worked and sacrificed 
with us, and now that his age permits 
his faithful service no longer, the dear 
old warrior of the cross has retired and 
is leaving his post of duty for a younger 
man. We are praying for a competent 
man to take his place. Brother Bruce 
has been a source of inspiration to us all 
and we hope to be able to carry on the 
Bible School that he has helped us start 
here. 

Please remember us in your prayers. 
We have an upgrade to travel yet, and 
the war and its attendant hardships will 
not help us.—Your brother in His serv- 
ice, Mervyn G. McLuhan.

every night, with a number _ standing 
outside. I counted fifty present one 
night, and many were outside, I believe. 
The membership here is thirty. 


Brother DeSouza got feverish and re- 
mained feverish for several hours but 
after prayer he seemed better and as we 
were planning on going to the Indians 
Sunday, the next day, and he seemed 
weak from the fever and we thought 
best for him not to go on as it would be 
necessary to walk several miles from 
where the boat landed. So, leaving Broth- 
er DeSouza and Salvador, and taking the 
native worker, who himself is half In- 
dian and was born among the Indians, 
as guide, we set out. After travelling all 
day by boat and on foot, we arrived 
late in the evening at the Indian village, 
going first to the chief’s house or hut. 
We were received with friendliness. As 
the worker knew the chief, the chief in- 
vited us to stay there with them for the 
night. The houses are made high up from 
the ground and they only have a_ loft 
made of something like bamboo cut in 
half for a floor, with no side walls or 
partitions. Here they live, sleep, cook 
their meals, and worship. Shortly after 
our arrival the men began to come 
around to see what the white man had 
to say. They are very suspicious of the 
white man, say all they come for is to 
cheat the Indians out of their crops, so 
when we had something to give them 
for nothing they were suspicious of us 
too. We talked way into the night and 
finally were given our part of the floor 
to sleep on, where we rolled up in our 
blankets, more to keep from the mos- 
quitoes than to keep warm, as it was 
already too warm. We did sleep some 
though I did not care for the Indian beds. 
Brother Castaneda did not seem to mind 
it at all.
